We went to the attic from which 
Davenport did Ins cffadl, work aud litre 
found a combination of granery, work­ 
shop and storeroom. 
A bullet hole was 
found in the right hand side of the build­ 
ing, the ball being found imbedded in the 
rafters, this shot being fit'd by the party 
in the field after Mr. P Hey was killed, 
Davenport having done hts -hooting from 
tho window. 


The cause of Hie shooting dates back 
for some time, there having been a feud 
existing between this man Davenport and 
the PoIlevs,and,as we arc informed,both 
had threatened to shoot the other should 
provocation ever occur, and the imme­ 
diate cause which brought about the tra­ 
gedy is as follows as near a- could be 
gleaned from w itness; of the affair: 
It seems that some time ago Davenport 
went to Duluth and while there lie trad­ 
ed this farm of his to a man by the name 
of McGlauflm for Duluth property and 
went there to live the other man coming 
on and putting the farm in to crops, al­ 
though he did not move his family into 
the Davenport house 
A fter staying in 
Duluth a while Davenport concluded he 
did not want to trade, (the title to the 
property not having been transferred at 
the lime) and during McGlanflin’s ab­ 
sence he moved his family back into the 
house and refused to get nut although he 
agreed to let this man have the crop. 
Trouble afterward arose between the two 
men in regard to matters and Davenport 
claimed some potatoes that were being 
dug by McGlanfliu. 
On this fatal Sun­ 
dae a party of five men with teams went 
there to help draw the potatoes away, 
Mr. Policy aud Charley Policy being 
among the num K r. 
The party were 
loading up when Mrs. Davenpoit came 
out of the hou-e and ordered them off 
the premises, especially the Pol leys; she 
cvuii stepped up to t he old gentleman 
and dared bim to strike lier. 
He told 
lit r to go back into the house as lie would 
not quarrel with a woman. 
She had no 
sooner got back into the house than a 
shot was beared aud Mr. Policy fell mor­ 
tally wounded, a "Winchester rifle which 
he had in his arm falling to the ground. 
He wa- picked up and put into Hic wag­ 
on and the entire party started with the 
team to take the man home, when they 
had guile some 200 yards Charlie Polley 
fell saying “ My God, I ’m shot!” 
He 
was in the wagon stooping over holding 
his dying father’s head in his arms when 
he fell forward dead. 
The father lived 
until lie got home but was unconscious. 


Immediately atter the shooting Dav­ 
enport took his gun and started away 
through the woods to Deenwood where 
he took a freight train to Brainerd, and 
it was undoubtedly a good thing for him 
as the people of A itkm were highly in­ 
censed at the deed and came in a body 
to search for the man, and had he been 
found Ills life would undoubtedly have 
been made to atone for the deed.

Young served in congress from I SGS to 
1876, and w as the first of the so-called 
“brigadiers” to be adm itted to the house 
of representatives arter the war. 
“ Therein,"said he,“c o n sta n tand untiring 
work going on am ong the Russian array of­ 
ficers, perfecting the troops in drill and 
equipment, and they are m aking wonderful 
progress. 
The Russian arm y is as com ­ 
plete a m ilitary organization as the world 
lias ever seen. 
All branches of the service 
have the 
m ost modern arm s, and are 
thoroughly drilled in their actual use. 
In 
tw enty-four hours 
Russia could 
have 
an arm y of G25.0O0 men on the move, and 
in a m onth could so add to it th at she 
could have 1,5(10,000 men ready for ac­ 
tion, and they would be soldiers, too, not 
raw recruits, for 
R ussia has a reserve of 
men who really belong to the arm y, but 
are n ot under pay. 
In th is w ay Russia is 
enabled to keep up such a powerful m ilita­ 
ry establishm ent. 
She has thorough so l­ 
diers in her reserve,and they cost her noth­ 
ing. except when she calls them out to fight. 
I d on 't think R ussia w ants India. 
I d on 't 
believe she would for a m om ent seriously 
consider thequ estion of fighting England for 
India. 
The reason fur her a ttitu d e on the 
Afghan frontier is sim ply I*ec»mst8lie wants 
to let England know that she m ust not in­ 
terfere with Russia. 
lier position with re­ 
gard to India is sim ply a menace to Eng­ 
land. 
Russia does not w ant Afghanistan 
either, 
lf she did all she would have to 
do would lie to take it. 
W hat R ussia is 
w orking for on the frontier is the friend­ 
ship of the ameer.

At the New Y'ork State Fx »eriment 
Station, says the New England Fnrm- 
e i, there is a barrel cut down to con­ 
venient size, and then set in a holedug 
in ’he earth upon a corner of the lawn. 
It has about four inches of river mud 


white pond 
j lily. 
The barrel was then filled with 
i water, and is kept full from a faucet in 
the aqueduct pipe, the water being 
j turned on as often as necessary. 
The 
I barrel has been a beautiful miniature 
pond of white lilies all through the 
J season. 
In the fall, after the weather gets 
hts young cold, the barrel or tub is lifted out and 
carried to the cellar, where it is pro­ 
tected from freezing, and where the 
roots of the lilies will be kept in con­ 
ditions similar to w hat they would be 
surrounded with 
in 
their natural 
state. 
Nothing can be more charming 
in the way of flowers on a lawn than 
a small pond of water lilies, blooming 
daily the whole summer through.

Most every breeder has test ed its value 
and recommends it its a wholesome 
and nutritious diet, naturally adapted 
for young chicks and poultry. 
<>n 
every farm and iu almost all suburban 
bone s milk is fed to pigs; this is one 
way to utilize it; but if farmers paid 
more attention to tle ir poultry stock 
than they do, they would find that 
they could turn it to better account 
by feeding it to their chicks and lay­ 
ing hens. 
All kinds of poultry are 
fond of milk. 
Although they soon 
become satiated 
if 
fed 
exclusive­ 
ly' on grain, animal, 
vegetable or 
or insect food, they seldom refuse milk 
in any form; fresh or sour, it makes 
ro difference to them. 
Xow-a-days 
milk enter* largely into the bill off are 
for chicks and fowls. 
Poultry breed­ 
ers have found out that it contains 
properties beneficial to their health 
and early development. 
Almost their 
first food (and with many the first 
after the yolk 
is assim ilated), its 
soothing and nutritive effect is appar­ 
ent, and if mixed wi'h stale bread 
crumbs nothing is better. 
Now, for 
laying hens, milk i> nourishing and in­ 
duces lay in p 
Where it can be spared 
it is more valuable to the iioultry 
&toek than to any other. 
If farmers 
would give it a fair triAl, and lay aside 
tho fogy notions of their an^estora 
ami look at things in anew light, they 
would abandon the practice of feeding 
their spare milk to pi;* and give it to 
a better paying stock.

A cheap lien house is one which can 
be built without tlie outlay of much 
cash or time, but then it may still bo 
a very dear one, if it does not provide 
for the comfort of the fowls, keeping 
t hem free from dampness and draught, 
and com fortably 
sheltering 
them. 
Many an expensive henhouse has been 
built which is very pretty to look at, 
but which is deficient in comfort, style 
being secured at the expense of the real 
desirable qualities which can be secur­ 
ed at a far less expenditure of money. 
Common, rough lumber, w hen treated 
to whitewash, 
makes a very pre­ 
sentable house, while posts can bo 
planted to frame the building to, thus 
saving the not inconsiderable expense 
of making a regular frame by m ortis­ 
ing 
and tennoning 
the 
regularly 
sawed 
lumber. This 
is 
an 
item 
well 
worth 
remembering, 
espe­ 
cially 
as

poultry breeders cannot alw ays spare 
a round sum in cash to erect what 
some term a model house.

metal a black mark appears; on other 
m etal a wholly different result takes 
place to that on silver. 


Never put a particle of soap about 
your silver if you would have it retain 
its original luster.

polishing, take a piece of soft leather 
and whiting and rub hard.
